_ Have you any definite system scheme 
of filing your prescriptions Js. it? 
such that’ you. can’ promptly and quick- 
ly place your hand upon any one you

We believe that a large 
number of pharmacists are somewhat 
careless or indifferent to properly 


filing and handling of prescriptions. We 


must remember that the prescriptions

The old time 
method of filing them upon a wire is 
not in keeping with modern systems. 
We have no definite suggestion to 


make in regard to the care’ of pre- 


scriptions other than to say that many 


pharmacists find it convenient to use 


some modification of a modern filing 
system. Others make use of a large 
indexed book in which the prescrip- 

When we have difficulty in finding 
prescriptions for refilling it means that 
we are paying a price for our care- 
lessness. When a new clerk comes to 
the store and finds the prescriptions 
filed carelessly he is apt to feel that 


‘any old method or any old way 


will do in this store. He is apt to 
directly or ‘indirectly take advantage 
of this and you do not get your proper 
money’s' worth of his time and en- 


ergy. It makes a bad impression 
upon customers to find that you have

_ of pharmacy is the beginning, we hope, 


of a campaign which will materially 


lessen the number of colleges of phar- 


macy throughout the country and at 
the same time’ add materially to the 
strength of. the same. For many years 
we have been under the impression that 
many of the schools are not properly 
equipped and have not the facilities 
teachers necessary to. prosecute 
this work to a satisfactory end. 

In. the medical schools throughout 
the land this process of benevolent as- 
similation has been carried on very 
successfully for the last several years 
and now we have fewer medical schools 
and much better and stronger schools. 
Any one who is closely identified witli 
colleges «knows that it costs money 
to run schools, if such schools are run 
properly. There is no question but 
that every student is a source of in- 
debtedness to the school rather than 
a financial asset. With the general — 
rise of the cost of living the material 
cost of running a school has increased 
by leaps and bounds and it’ makes 
it practically impossible to maintain a 
proper curriculum ‘and a capable faculty 
unless outside assistance can be given. 
Rarely is this possible, hence the only 
proper solution of the matter is. the 
consolidation of schools. 

We sincerely hope that this is only

New that the. Ninth Revision of the 


U. S.'P. has finally been published and 
is in the hands of those most interested 


‘in its advent, we anxiously scan its 


pages to note the changes, the addi- 


tions and the deletions and to observe 


the many improvements made. 
It is the most scientific and com- 


prehensive revision of the Pharma- 
copoeia that has yet appeared. Accu- ‘ 
tracy, skill and painstaking efforts are 


manifested throughout its many pages. 


Tt is a volume’ which would reflect 
-crédit upon any committee of revision. 
Under its guidance we can confidently — 


pursue our vocation as pharmacists, 


- gafé in” the knowledge that if we fol- 
low its directions we cannot materially 


err. 
criticisms will doubtless be 


offered but these will all be offered in 
the spirit of fairness and 3 in the interest ssf 


of future revisions, 


A few comments will not bie: amiss at 


this time and the following have thus 
far suggested themselves : 


Changes in Official Latin Titles. 
1. Alcohol | Absolutum changes to 
Alcohol Dehydratum, expresses 


more nearly the ‘true nature of this 
form of alcohol. 


2. Aqua H Dioxidi changed 


to Liquor Hydrogenii Dio-xidi. This 
solution could be classed either. as a 


water or as a liquor. It was the only . 


remaining water of the U..S. P. VIII, 


in whose manufacture a chemical change 


was involved. Possibly for this reason 
it was placed among the liquors, many 
of which are chemical solutions. 


Cardamomum changed to Car- 


damomi Semen. Not only the name 


has been changed’ but the definition as — 


well, which leaves no doubt as to just 
what part of the fruit should be used. 


Charta Sinapis changed to 


plastrum Sinapis. This was a plaster 


and intended to be used as a plaster. 
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Merely because the mixture was directed 
to be spread on paper, it was erro-— 
neously called a paper, 

5. Elixir Adjuvans changed to Ehxi 
Glycyrrhizae. TWiis is not the only 


elixir that can be used as a pleasant 


addition to bitter mixtures and it was 


possible, therefore, to. result in irregu- 


larities. 
6. Ferri et Citras. Solub- 


ilis changed to Ferri et Quininae Cit- 
ras. In the U. S, P. VIII. there were 


two salts, Iron and Quinine Citrate and 


Soluble Iron and Quinine Citrate, which — 


differed from each other only in color 
and solubility. The U. S. P. VII. gave 


a formula for making each of these two 


salts, the only difference in these formu- 


las being the small amount of ammonia 


water used in the Soluble Iron ‘and 
Quinine Citrate. The Iron and Quin- 
ine Citrate was slowly and completely 


soluble in water, but its solubility de- 


creased with age. The Soluble Iron 
and Quinine Citrate is rapidly and com- 
pletely soluble in water and this solu- 
Therefore, the 
former salt was dropped from. the U. 


_S. P. IX. and the latter took its name. 
7. Ferri Phosphas Solubths changed 


to Ferri Phosphas. In the VU. S. P. 


VI. (1880). this salt was known as Ferri 


Phosphas. Some confusion was caused 
through mistaking the insoluble slate- 
colored ferric phosphate for the official 
scaled salt, and its name was changed 
in the U. S. P. VII. (1890) to Ferri 
Phosphas Solubilis. The U.S. P. gives 
such a complete description of this salt 


that there seems to be no reason why 


the term “solubilis” should be appended 
to its official title. 


In addition to these there are changes 


in the official title of some of the crude 
drugs which, in turn, necessitates 
changes in the official titles of the 
preparations into which er: drugs 


enter. be continued,

"WITH A PIANO CONTEST.

_. Gentlemen, you have asked me to

This I have never tried before 
because I have noticed that most every 


eer tie that is “an every day eccur- 
ence’ for us behind the counter, has 
been forwarded. and batted from every 
corner and every spot till I thought 
it better to keep still. But here is one 
novel experience that I have been re- 


quested by friends to write and those 


who read can stop, or not begin, with 


no. offense. to me. 


“Here goes" for my experience in an 
advertising campaign. that was going to 
be a. hummer. I was going to give away 


player piano, $67 phonograph, 


$250, a-set of silverware and two gold 


‘watches to the one who obtained the 


greater number of votes in a given 


length of time in my store. 


But to begin from the fist. One 
day a salesman called on me and 
said: “If I can show you that I have 
ain advertising scherhe to increase your 


business the next year, over the past 


year 50 per cent, would you listen?” 
From his manner, and the way he 
whispered and the way he shaved and 
manicured his nails, and the perfume 
on his breath I spotted him as Col. 
Hezaliar. But I said, “Something new 
under the sun?” and he said, “Some- 
thing new under the sun,” you know— 
low and impressive and kinda blew the 
“I... said, 
“Shoot!” He took me in a back room 
and unfolded a circular a mile wide 
and four miles long, with elegant cuts 
and red and blue ink and all those 


nice points. claimed to. be a 
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cousin of one of our state officials 
here in California,and. said he repre- 
sented a “Business Development Sys- 
tem’ that was backed by one of the 
largest. musical. houses on the Coast. 
That the -president of this company 
would sign. my bond. (which I will ex- 
plain later). I gave him about one-half 
hour and turned him down. Chapter 


one, Exit, salesman one. Then in about. 


a. week salesman number two. called 
and I wouldn’t even. talk with him. 


‘And here comes my Waterloo. Sales- 


man number three called in. the person 
of a man.who had pulled off a very suc- 
cessful advertising campaign for a local 
newspaper. and with whom I had be- 
come. very. well acquainted. This. was 
his proposition: He was to. furnish 
me with. the. player. piano, the Edison 
diamond. disc phonograph, the silver 
and watches, conduct the campaign by 
_ furnishing the printing, advertising, etc. 
I to pay $675 for, the campaign. He 
would furnish the paper votes which 
were to be given away. One vote with 
each one cent purchased in merchandise 
in my‘store. On special days we were 
to give away extra quantities of votes 
‘on some one article we wished to seii. 
That he would give my campaign his 
personal attention, which I had seen 
demonstrated, and this really amounted 
to something because he had proved it 
with the newspaper, and above all that 
he agreed to give me a gold bond, 
agreeing that if he didn’t increase my 
business 50 per cent over the previous 
year he would refund my entire in- 
. vestment and add to it another $325, 
making a total of $1,000 refund. Did 
any of my readers ever hear or read of 
a pipe dream that would beat that? 


Knowing him as well as I did and 


knowing the reputation of the house he 
represented, I swallowed the hook, line, 
fish pole, all at once, and expected that 
by that time next year to be spending 
my .needed vacation. in my ald home 
town. in South Dakota, shooting , ducks 
(let. the rest die, here. comes the ice 


wagon with a million little glooms). 


_ By -freight,.in a few days, here. came 


the. works minus the Edison phono- 


| graph, and the next day following came 


“Mr. Ebenezer,’ the president of the 


Business Development System. He told 
me that he had not sent the Edison be- 


cause he had a much better proposition. 


It was an Operaola; said it far exceeded 


the quality of tone, etc. But I hung 
on like a dog to a root, and after 
describing him in my supply of English 


not listed by Webster, at the end of 
two months he sent the Edison, and 
my. campaign started. Hoo-Ray—(I 
will confess, though, by this time I had 
begun to have a ‘chill as to whether

Ebenezer” wrote: me to. send | 
in: my notes for the. $675 and a mail- 
ing list—the more the better. He Kept 
saying “Wake - -up—don’ t go dead . on: 


me; if you took as much interest. in 


yourself as I am taking in. you, your 


contest would ‘now be a comer ‘and you 
would be reaping. some of the harvest 


I have prepared for you.” — (This came 
while I was holding out for my Edison.) 
Anyway, I finally sent in the notes and 


the city. directory of my entire com- 
munity, and. about two weeks later 
these four-mile by. one-mile circulars 


commenced coming through the mails. 


The next morning I had occasion to go 


into the Post Office and those circulars 


were nearly a foot deep all over the 


floor. - People would take them ‘out, see 


it was a. circular, and throw them 
away, most always. without opening 
them. Sometimes they would open 
them. and there was so much printed 
matter on them it would take a week 
to read them, so out they would go. 


That ended the advertising feature. 


Finally, by hard work, I. did manage 
in the store, to scrape up and -induce 
about twenty people to be. candidates. 
But not one person, with his circulars, 
asked to be nominated a candidate, 


which was the object and entire talk of 


his opening advertising. | | 
My. friend, the newspaper man, sever 


showed 1 up from the day I signed my 


contract nobody . came: fr rom the 
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Business Development System for at 
least two months, the campaign was 
supposed to run six months. 

“My campaign had been operating for 
two months without an increase of one 
dollar over my previous year's business. 
Two notes had come due and I had re- 
fused to pay them, taking the stand that 
my business had not increased and 
showing my “bond” to the collector, 
who called, and standing on this gold 


bond for a guarantee of increased busi- | 


ness. They tried to sell my notes to 
a bank but soon found out that my 
business would not stand’ a forced col- 


lection of $675 and the banks refused 


to cash them. (For once it paid to 
be broke.) Mr. Ebenezer finally called 


to see why I didn’t pay them and I 


soon showed him that my business, from 
my records, had not increased as he 
guaranteed. And it was here that he 
exploded a bomb. shell in my camp. 


He said that Gold Bond wasn’t worth 


the paper it was written on, and that 
I couldn’t collect one penny on it. He 
said he had employed the shrewdest at- 
torney he could find to draw up that 


paper and if it was good for what it 


promised he would’ have it changed. 
T asked him where my friend the news- 
paper man was, and he said he was 
in Nevada on another newspaper stunt 
and anyway anything he promised out- 
side of the printed contract was null 
and void. He tried to interest an or- 
ganization while he was there, to get 
in and help me out, which they prom- 
ised to do and never did, and then he 
went away and didn’t show up again. 
The candidates were given postal cards 
to send to their friends to get votes 


and save them or deposit them in‘ the 


vote box for them. 


So it went for five months without. 


any financial results and one month 
before my contest closed the secretary 
of the music, house that was backing 
this proposition called me up and asked 
me why I hadn’ t paid my notes. I told 
him the same story I had told all the 
rest ‘and he asked me how would I like 
to’ have him come down and get the 


premiums and call it off. 
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I told him 
I ‘would kiss his whole family if he 
would. So the next morning here 


came a truck from San Francisco after 
the outfit, but they forgot my notes. 


I refused to give up the piano, phono- 
graph, etc., without the notes in my 
hands. He called me up and roasted 
me’ in seven different directions for 
refusing, but I stood pat and away went | 
the truck. In three days later, back 
came the truck with my notes, took the 
piano, etc., and I tore up the notes 
and danced an Indian warhoop for 
about twenty minutes and my advertis- 
ing campaign troubles ‘were over. 
Now, some one asks, “But what about | 
your candidates?” Dear reader, my 
candidates had dwindled to two live 


ones, who fortunately were my personal 


pals; I put thé whole story up to them 
and they said, “forget it,” and there 
you are. I closed a déal for my store 


one month after the date my contest | 
was to have closed, at a handsome 
profit and if the “campaign committee” 


hadn’t released me from those notes 


they could have collected every cent of 


the $675, 5, no fooling. If anyone is. 
anxious to know the names of this 


combination I will gladly furnish them 
if I can do so without incriminating 
myself. 


But (my right hand is up) 
never again for any contest to give 
away pianos, phonographs, etc., unless 
I buy the works outright pil x0 at on 
my own hook.

In the portrayal of pharmacy of the

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investigation of the digitalis prepara-_ 


tions on the market, the variation in 


strength ranging from 1 to 300% of 
normal, thus emphasizing the neces- 
sity of fixing and maintaining stand- 
ards, so as to insure uniformity of 
action of drugs. 

‘In view of the fact that thie new

Changes in the New Pharmacopoeia. 


Retail pharmacists will be interest- 
ed first in the changes in pharmaceu- 
tical preparations of importance. 
There are a number of these which 
will need attention in order to insure 
non-interference by drug inspectors 
after September 1. 


Since the new Pharmacopoeia states 
maximum as well as minimum 


_ strengths, it will not do to say that a 


preparation is ‘“‘stronger than the off- 


cial.” It must be within the limits 


established or it is liable to seizure as 
adulterated and the owner fined. 
Hence pharmacists should look well 


their stock. and see that all prepara- 


tions conform to the new standard. 


The following changes in strength 


- Aconite. The extract is now official 
with a standard of 2 per cent. of aconi- 
tine. The fluid-extract has been in- 


creased from 0.4 per cent. to 0.5 per 


cent. and the tincture from 0. 045 per 


cent. to 0.05 per cent. 


Thus aconite preparations are m- 
creased in strength, very materially. 

A biological assay is also added, but 
the manner of its statement leaves one 


in doubt whether it is compulsory or 
not. “If assayed biologically the mini- 


mum lethal dose should not be greater 
than—” is the reading. The standard 
is plain, the method of assay is, also 
given, but the introductory word “if” 
suggests that the chemical standard 1s 
sufficient, and the biological standard 
is optional. What might happen if the 
preparation were deficient in chemical 
strength and standard by biological test 
is an interesting question. 


As the text stands at present, it may 
be safer to depend upon: the alkaloidal 
assay, upon which the requirement is 
plain. The essential point now is that 
after September 1, 1916, the present 


official preparations of aconite will be 
deficient, and must be discarded. — 
Belladonna Leaves. The Extract of 
Belladonna Leaves will be 1.25 per cent. 
in strength, while the present strength is 
1.40 per cent. There is thus a re- 
duction in this preparation. Any stock 
on hand September 1 can be adjusted 
by simply mixing each 125 grains of 
extract with 15 grains of glucose (for 
a pilular extract) or 15 grains of sugar 
of milk (for the powdered extract). 
The Tincture of Belladonna Leaves 
will be the same strength as the pres- 
ent, so stock in hand will be good. 
Fluidextract of Belladonna Root must 


contain 0.45 gramme of alkaloids per 


100 mils instead of the present 0.40 
gramme per 100. The minimum al- 


lowed will be 0.405, which is pretty 


close to the present standard, but is 
still above it. A small stock can be 


concentrated by careful evaporation at 


a temperature below 80° C., each 45 


mils (or 4.5 fluidounces) being evap-— 


orated to 40 mils (or 4 fluidounces). 


Cannabis. The new Pharmacopeeia 
recognizes both the Indian and the 
American Cannabis, and allows either 
to be used under this title, but requires 
it to be standardized by biological as- 
say. hus all non-standardized prepara- 
tions, or any which are below the stand- 


ard set by the U. S. P. IX., must be 


discarded after September 1. This ap- 
plies to the extract, fluidextract, and 
tincture—all are standardized. : 
-Cantharides. The new U. S. P. re- 
quires that the drug shall contain not 
less than 0.6 per cent. of cantharidin, 
but none of the preparations have been 
standardized. There are changes in the 
methods of making the cantharidal 
preparations, but these are not of great 
importance. 

Cinchona preparations are all now 
standardized on total alkaloids, the 
ether-soluble alkaloids of C. Calisaya not 
now being recognized. This necessi- 
tates a re-standardization of all cinchona 
preparations, and the Compound Tinc- 
ture of Cinchona is included in the new 
standards. There is no way of calcu- 
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lating the value of .Calisaya. prepara- 
tions to the new standard, because the 
basis 1s different. 


There is also a small change in | the 
method of assay, the total alkaloids 
being dried at 100° C. instead of 110° 


C. as at present, and a larger propor- 


tion of chloroform being employed as a 
solvent. Thus preparations standard- 
ized for total cinchona alkaloids in the 
present assay will show a little higher 
results by the new method. However, 
the difference will probably come within 
the limits of variation set, and it will 
doubtless be safe to adjust stéele at hand 
on the basis of total alkaloids stated. 


olchicum preparations are not 
changed in strength. The method of 
assay is changed, which will probably 
make a small difference in results, but 
this difference is likely to come within 
the limits set, so U. S. P. colchicum 


preparations can continue to be used 
without change. 


Digitalis has had a biological stand- 
ard attached, and the menstruum for 
Tincture of Digitalis has been changed 
with a view to greater permanency in 
the medicinal value. Safety requires 
that all digitalis preparations shall be re- 
placed with those sr des to the new 
requirements. 


increased in strength from 3.5 grammes 
of caffeine per 100 mils to 4.0 grammes 
per 100. The readiest way to adjust 
this preparation will be to add caffeine 
in proper proportions—0.5 gramme to 
each 100 mils (or 2 1/3 grains to each 
fluidounce). 


Hydrastis. The extract has been 
made official and the standard set at 10 


per cent. of ether-soluble alkaloids (hy- 
drastine ). 


The glycerite is now standardized to 
contain 1.25 grammes of ether-soluble 
alkaloid in each 100 mils, This has not 
been standardized heretofore. 


The standards on the and 
tincture are not changed. 


Hyoscyamus, The standards on all 
the preparations of this drug have been 


lowered slightly. The fluidextract is. to. 


be 0.065 instead of 0.075, and the tinc- 
ture 0,0065 instead of 0.007.. The dif- 


ferences are so slight as to be within 


the allowable errors of assay, and 
stocks of these may continue to be used 
without change. 

The extract shows a greater change, 
being reduced from 0. 3 per cent. to 


0.25 per cent. 
Stocks of this should be by 


the addition of glucose or milk sugar, 
according as a pilular or a powdered 
extract is treated. To each 5 parts of 
the extract, add one part of diluent. 


Ipecac. The fluidextract.is now made 


in a different manner, and with a less 


strongly alcoholic menstruum, so that 


it is miscible with syrup. It has also— 


been markedly increased in alkaloidal 
strength—from 1.5 per cent. to 2.0 per 
cent. The present stock of Fluidextract 


of Ipecac will therefore be out of date 


after September 1. If ‘used at all it 
must be used in proportion, for making 


Syrup of Ipecac, using. 93.5 mils per 


1000 of finished syrups instead of the 
70 mils directed. 


Nux Vomica preparations have been 
very materially changed... The Brussels — 
Conference of 1906 recommended inter- © 
national standards of this drug and. its 


preparations, based upon total alkaloids 
rather than upon strychnine. The U. S. 
P. IX. has adopted these standards and 
so made obsolete all the old preparations 
of.nux vomica. | 


The extract now is ctastieidized at 16 


per cent. of total alkaloids instead of 5 


per cent. of strychnine. Since the alka- 
loids of nux vomica are approximately 


equal in amount, 16 per cent. of total 


alkaloids will correspond to about 8. per 


cent. of strychnine. The. extract is 
therefore more than half again as strong 


as the U. S. P. VIII. standard, Fluid- 
extract of Nux Vomica. must contain 


2.5 grammes of total alkaloids per 100 


mils instead of 1 gramme of strychnine, 
and the tincture (now made by perco- 
lation of the drug) 0.25 gramme of total 
alkaloids. All of these indicate an in- 
crease in strength, but since there is a 
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few basis they cannot be safely ead 
justed except by assay. 


The old nux vomica preparations 
should be discarded when the U. S. f. 
becomes official. 


Opium. Contrariwise the opium 


preparations are reduced in strength— 


except the extract—and can be diluted. 
The international standard for pow- 
dered opium is 10 per. cent. of anhy- 
drous morphine, and of the prepara- 
tions 1 per cent. of anhydrous: mor- 
phine. 


Hitherto opium and its preparations 
have been standardized on crystallized 


_morphine, which contains one molecule 
of water of crystallization, or 94.058 


per cent. of anhydrous morphine. There- 
fore the difference is. not merely re- 
ducing a powdered opium of 12.5 per 
cent. to 10 per cent., but of calculating 
the difference between the hydrous and 
anhydrous. morphine also. 

Thus a powdered opium 
12 per cent. of crystallized morphine 


will contain 11.29 per. cent. of anhy- 


drous morphine, and can be diluted on 


that basis; i. e., to every 10 parts add 


1.29 parts of diluent. Likewise the 
liquid preparations, tincture, deodorized 
tincture, etc., can be diluted in like 


fashion—to every 10 mils add 1.29 mils 


of menstruum—or to every fluidounce 
add one fluidrachm of menstruum. The 
fluid preparations of opium will thus be 
easily adjusted. 

The extract is an exception, since this 
is now required to contain 20 per. cent. 
of anhydrous morphine, instead of 20 
per cent. of crystallized. The extract 
will therefore be about 6.4 per cent. 
stronger than the present, and will re- 
quire strengthening. 

If it is desired to do this by adding 
‘morphine sulphate (this containing 75 
per cent. of anhydrous morphine) 
can be adjusted by adding 2.4 grains 
of morphine sulphate to every 100 
grains of opium extract 
VITI.). 

Since the U. S. P. IX. has placed 
maximum limits of strength, it will be 
just as important to dilute the Tincture 
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of Opitim on hand September | as to 
strengthen the extract of opium. 
Physostigma tincture | has been 
strengthened, very slightly—to contain 
0.015 gramme of alkaloid per 100 mils 
instead of 0.014 gramme. This differ- 
ence is so very slight that no change 
will be necessary in the present stock. 
The extract strength has not been 
changed, but contains 2 per cent. as at 


present. 


Pilocarpus. The fluidextract, . which 
is the only official preparation, has been 


increased in Strength 50 per cent.—i. e., 


it must contain 0.6 gramme of alkaloids 
per 100 mils instead of 0.4 gramme per 
100. This increase is not easily made 
on the preparation, and it will be 
preferable to discard the old stock or 
else add pilocarpine hydrochloride in 


| proportion of 1.1 grains per fluidounce. 


Squill and its fluidextract are to be 
biologically, and old 
stocks of either will be obsolete unless 
they correspond to the standard set. 
Not much of the Fluidextract of Squill 
in the market has been standardized, 
hence most of. the stock i in hand will be 
obsolete when the new standards be- 
come effective. 


Stramonium and. its preparations are 
unchanged in strength, hence can be. 


continued as at present. _ 
Syrup of Hydriodic Acid is now 


‘made -by volume instead. of by weight, 


and: is required to yield not less than 
13 grammes nor more than 1.45 
grammes of hydriodic acid per 100 
mils. This is an increase of about 15 
per. cent. over the present strength, 
calculated, on the mean of the two, or 
1.375 per cent. weight volume. Hence 
all stock of hydriodic acid on hand 
September 1 must be strengthened. 

_ If the 10-per-cent. acid is used, add 
35 mils of this to. 965 mils of the 
present-strength syrup (or 1 fluidounce 
to 27.5 fluidounces of the syrup). If 
the more concentrated (16 per cent.) 
acid is used, add 22 mils to 978 of the 
syrup (or % ounce to 22 ounces of the 
syrup). 
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The Standardized Articles of the New 
National Formulary. 


The National Formulary IV. will 


have a number of standardized prepara- 


tions which pharmacists must be pre- 
pared on. This is the first issue of the 
National Formulary to state exact 


standards or to require assays, and 


some pharmacists may be slow to real- 
ize that new legal standards are “estab- 
lished by it. si 

It has been the purpose of the N. F. 
Committee to follow established stand- 


ards in all articles as far as consist- 


ency allowed and to avoid abrupt 
changes. Consequently most of the new 
standards will be found to accord with 
‘preparations now: in the market, but 
they will have the added — of 
authority. 

Two. of the preparations . were stand- 
ardized in the U. S. P. VIII. Fluid- 
_ extract of Conium was required to con- 
tain 0.45. gramme of coniine per 100 
mils, and the N. F. standard is 0.40 
gramme per 100. The method of assay 


is different, and the new method will 


probably give a little lower results than 
the former one. Stocks of this prepara- 
tion which were standardized by the 
U.S. P. VIII. will come within the 
N. F. limits, and it will be safer not to 
dilute the preparation. The U. S. P. 
VIII. Fluidextract of Conium can be 
used as N. F. IV. without change. 
Fluidextract of Stramonium was 


dropped by the U. S. P.-and taken up— 


by the N. F., but the assay method and 
strength remain ‘unchanged. | 


The other preparations have been ~ 


standardized -by manufacturers, but 
‘they have hitherto been free to select 
their own standards, and now pharma- 
cists should make sure that the legal 
Standard is supplied.

Both of these will be. by

Wine of Ipecac, formbrty official in 
the U. S. P. VIIL, is now an N. F. 


product and is standardized at 0.2 per 
cent. of alkaloids. It is to be made in 


the same way as the U. S. P. product, 
but since the strength of the Fluid- 
extract of Ipecac has been increased 
the wine is correspondingly stronger. © 

The U. S. P. VIII. did not give an 
assay method for this article, and con- 
sequently it. has not usually carried a 
standard on the label. But the N. F. 


IV. has not only set a standard but has © 


also given a process of assay, hence it 
will be necessary for pharmacists to 
look carefully at their stock, and 
strengthen it in order to avoid the 
chance of trouble. Wine of Ipecac 
U. S. P. VIII. is not the same as Wine 
of Ipecac N. F. IV., and the latter will 
be official on September 1. 
Tincture of Ignatia, hitherto stand- 
ardized for extractive, must now con- 
tain 0.2 gramme of alkaloids per 100 
mils. 


Crocated Tincture of Opin will be | 


required to contain 1 gramme of anhy- 


drous morphine per 100 mils. This 


puts it in accordance with international 
standards and with the new standards 
of the Pharmacopeeia for the opium 


| preparations. 


‘As pointed out in the 


notes it is essential’ to remember that 
the old standards are based upon crys- 
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tallized. morphine, while the ‘new> are 


based upoti: anhydrous: morphine, and 
the former contains 94.058. per. cent. 
of the. latter, 


Hence -1 gramme. of: the: new  stand- 
ard: means more than 1 gramme of the 
old, the difference amounting to ‘1.063 
grammes, which is greater than the 
limits.of error in the assay. 

It will be wise for pharmacists who 
make their own. opium preparations to 


re-mark their granulated or powdered > 


opium, calculating it as 94 per cent. of 
the strength stated, or as 11.29 per 
cent. of morphine if strength is not 
stated, then use it on the basis of ‘a 
10-per-cent. opium. 


Several of the solutions now have a 
stated standard and a method of assay. 
Solutions of Ferric Acetate, Ferric 


Citrate and Ferric Nitrate are among 


these, and the standards in each case 


correspond to the former Pharmaco- 


peeial standards. 

It is important to note that the Lilie 
Alumni Acetatis of N. F. IV. is a new 
preparation, the article formerly official 


under this title now being entitled 


Liquor Alumni Subacetatis. 
Both of these preparations are now 


standardized, and the distinctions should. 


be kept in mind, for the standards as 
well as composition are different. 
Glycerite of Bismuth is now adjusted 
by assay, which in turn affects the 
Solution of Bismuth and the elixirs 
containing bismuth. 
Two drugs ‘are standardized 


preparations are not—Coffee, which is, 


required to contain 1 per cent. of 
caffeine, and’ Kola, which must contain 
1.5 per cent. of caffeine. But while 
fluidextracts of these are recognized, 
they are not standardized. 

The official coffee is roasted coffee, 
and the question may come up whether 
a pharmacist can now sell coffee which 
does not correspond to the standard. 
The latter is intended only for coffee 


sold and used for medicinal purposes, 
and not to that sold for use as a bever- 
age. The preliminary notices in the. 


N. F. IV. state that the standards are 


to apply to. medicines only, :hence there 
is not likely to be any trouble over sell-— 
ing coffee as a food product. 

There are. a number of articles in 
Part II for which purity. standards are 
set and methods of, testing are given, 
but these will interest manufacturers 
more than retail pharmacists, [here is 
not likely to be any trouble over the 
purity of chemicals and, salts now in 
stock, but pharmacists will have to be 
careful about their preparations which 
will have new standards: after Sep-
